5—To * make the ball “d ead " 
when any p art o f the ball car­ 
rier’s bo d y ex cep t his hand s o r 
feet to u ches the gro u nd . 
6—To amp lify the ru le re­ 
gard ing eq u ip ment so as to re- 


Chairman E. K. Hall the -mo st 
imp o rtant, in making the game 
safe fo r the p lay ers, since the 
mo d ificatio ns o f 1906 and 1907 .

MELLON’S GREAT SERVICE 
After having held the office longer than any 
other man in the history of the Repub lic except 
Alb ert Gallatin, Andrew W. Mellon retires from 
the Treasury Department to accept appointment 
as Amb assador to Great Britain, at this particu­ 
lar moment an even more important and respon­ 
sib le post. 
W hat the future may hold in store for this re­ 
markab le man, verging on his seventy-seventh 
year, only the future can disclose. But whatever 
trium phs he may win in diplomacy will not dim 
the record hé has written in the administration 
of the Treasury. When he assumed the post at 
the b eginning of the Harding Administration, 
the financial affairs of the Nation were in a hor­ 
rib le mess as a result of the careless and incom­ 
petent administration that had preceded him. 
The national deb t had reached the incompre­ 
hensib le total of 26 b illion dollars. Government 
expenditures were still almost at mid-war fig­ 
ures, ten times as much as in 1913. The Wilson, 
administration in astonishing disregard of the 
law, had lent 11 b illion dollars to European na­ 
tions, not in exchange for b onds of those n a­ 
tions, b earing definite interest rates and a fixed 
period of maturity, as the law req uired, b ut on 
demand notes, signed b y their ministers and am ­ 
b assadors, naming no rate of interest and no 
m aturity date. Federal taxation was at the war 
figure. Billions of dollars of U. S. short time se­ 
curities were soon to b ecome due. The whole 
situation was chaotic and appalling and only a 
financial genius would have known from which 
angle first to attack the complex and intricate 
prob lem. 
But Mr. Mellon was eq ual to the task. As head 
of the Deb t Commission he helped work out a 
settlement with the deb tor nations which put 
their ob ligations to us in definite form. He found 
some way to refund maturing treasury notes and 
b onds, always with reduced rates of interest. In 
eleven years he reduced the national deb t 10 b il­ 
lion dollars while at the same time steadily re­ 
ducing Federal taxation. In the face of on­ 
slaughts upon our credit he has held our cur­ 
rency to the gold standard and has made the 


American dollar the measure of value in every 
country on the glob e. 
It is a record of efficiency in a most difficult 
field which will always stand to the credit of 
American statesmanship. 


HISTORY OFTEN REPEATS 
On the 23rd of August, 18 64, President Lincoln 
wrote the following over his signature and after 
sealing it delivered it to Secretary Wells with in­ 
structions not to open it until after the election : 


“This morning as for some days past it 
seems exceedingly prob ab ly that this adm in­ 
istration will not b e re-elected. Then it will 
b e my duty to cooperate with the President­ 
elect so as to save the Union b etween the 
election and the inauguration, as he will 
have secured his election on such grounds 
that he cannot possib ly save it afterwards.” 
The Repub lican managers shared the Presi­ 
dent’s apprehension. They were specially doub t­ 
ful of b oth Pennsylvania and New York. Sec­ 
retary Chase was all b ut openly hostile to the 
President until well toward the end of the cam ­ 
paign when he finally came around and made 
some effective speeches. There was serious dis­ 
affection also among other prominent Repub li­ 
cans. and a general feeling that Lincoln could 
not b e re-elected. The feeling against the Re­ 
pub lican party itself was so strong that the con­ 
vention which nominated Mr. Lincoln did not 
dare to use the name “Repub lican” b ut called 
itself the “Union” convention. 
Throughout the campaign Mr. Lincoln was vil- 
lified outrageously b y the Democratic press and 
orators. He was called corrupt, incompetent and 
ignorant, and some of the more vehement of his 
critics even accused him of personal dishonesty. 
But when the election was held all the States 
which participated (25) cast their votes for Mr. 
Lincoln except Delaware, New Jersey and Ken­ 
tucky, and he received 212 of the 233 electoral 
votes. 
This interesting little scrap of United States 
history is recalled and transcrib ed for the b ene­ 
fit of those whom it may concern.

shows th a t in 1920, when the i years—16 child ren
